Foreman suggested the 



public could influence food 
prices by demanding less 
non-price specific adver¬ 
tising and fewer frills in 
packaging indicating those 
savings may he passed on to 
the consumer. Foreman 
noted rising energy costs 
are harder to fight as they 
affect fertilizer costs to the 
farmers, transportation 

costs, and increases in 
packaging costB, since 
many packages are made 
from petroleum products. 

The assistant secretary 
said she is "embarrassed" 
at the manner in which 
USDA computed the 16% 
disposable annual income 
figure spent on food. She 
explained the annual 
amount spent of food in the 
U.S. is divided by the total 


gross national product. 
Using this method the 
average annual income in 
1973 would have been 
$20,000 in order to attain 

the 16% figure, Foreman 
said. She said a more 
realistic Figure is around 
46%. . , . 

Foreman said she diu not 

like the way USDA blamed 
the "rising costs of labor” 
as reason for the soaring 
prices of food. She said the 
average yearly wage of a 
food clerk in 1976 was 
$7,600, well below the 
Labor Department’s low 
budget minimum standard 
of living for a family of four. 

Among other issues 
Foreman addressed was the 
need for farmers and con¬ 
sumers to pursue common 


ground. She promised 
talk to consumers about 
farm problems of drouth, 
costs of inputs, etc., while 
bringing consumer con¬ 
cerns like quality and avail¬ 
ability of products to USDA.

The KFB will put the 
importers in contact with 
their own marketing asso¬ 
ciation ond other exporting 
companies. 

Missouri Farm Bureau 
president Dick Johnston 
said some European Eco¬ 
nomic Community officials 
visited during a 10-day 
trade mission tour were 
doubtful of a long life for the 
EEC. He said a German 
official told him privately he 
doubt9 the community will 
IbsIoybt lOmore years, but 
officials told Johnston and 
Armstrong they are willing 
to put up with EEC regu¬ 
lations and subsidies be¬ 
cause they mean peace in 
Europe. Armstrong pointed 
out tho money the EEC 
spends on agriculture sub¬ 
sidies is about equal to the 
amount the U.S. spends on 
defense.

BRIA explanation 

In response to the letter 
titled “Motherhood, apple 
pie and BRIA" in the April 
18 issue of the weekly 
' Western Livestock Journal, 
we feel a further explana¬ 
tion of the program itself is 
needed. 

As for the number of 
times the word Secretary 
appears in the order and the 
lock of control by producers, 
we would make the 
following comments: 

The Secretary will not 
have a direct voice In the ac¬ 
tual program structure it¬ 
self. He does, however, 
have to okay all suggested 
programs due to their 
national scope. As long as 
the program structure stays 
within the boundaries of the 
Act it is highly incon¬ 
ceivable that he would not 
okay them. Also, in order 
that the collection system is 
followed and to assure that 
the funds are remitted as 
prescribed, someone must 
be empowered to make sure 
that the process is followed. 
USDA is the only logical 
group to carry out that task. 

I would certainly think that 
for us as beef producers to 
develop an organization to 


do that would be most im¬ 
practical as USDA is already 
geared to handle matters of 
this nature. Also, it would 
cost us substantially more 
dollars to do this on our own 
even if we could make sure 
the process was followed. 

As for the possibility of a 
bureaucrat, secretary and 
file clerk in each county, I 
can only say that we must 
certainly be of n realistic 
state of mind rather than get 
emotional. 

The 3/10 of 1% is a 
definite set figure for tho 
first three years, only after 
that can it be raised to 5/10 
of 1 % if the producer board 
justifies the need. 

Redundancy of research 
programs conducted by uni¬ 
versities is somewhat ab¬ 
surd because redundancy is 
exactly what the program is 
designed to avoid. Many of 
today's universities are 
coming under fire to lean 
towards urban development 
in their curriculums rather 
than doing research of an 
agricultural nature. 

The so called slush fund 
of $30-40 million, not $40-60 
million is of particular con¬ 
cern to the taskforce. It was 
because of this concern that 
the program was set up in a 
manner to utilize the 
maximum of the $30-40 
million for programs to aid 
the beef industry—even to 


the point that salaries could 
be paid by interest accumu¬ 
lated from the collect ions. 

1 personally think the 
tuskforce has done a highly 
credible job ami I would 
urge anyone who thinks 
otherwise to slutly the* final 
order and if cjue.miuns still 
exist, please confront some¬ 
one closely associated with 
the BRIA.

disease with a contaminated 
needle is avoided. 

"Disease can increase 
percentagewise with the 
more injections you give, 
unless a sterilized needle is 
used every lime," he 
added. 

He said B vitamins prob¬ 
ably aren't needed unless 
calves have been abused. 

Guyer noted that it is a 
"good idea to linve a fairly 
high level of antibiotics in 
the receiving rations of new 
calves.” 

Cuttle also should be 
started on some of the grow- 
ing or finishing ration 
during their first or second 
day at the feedloL, he said. 

The beef specialist said 
cattle arriving on tho lot 
healthy and in strong condi¬ 
tion may receive immuniza¬ 
tion within >1R hours without 
creating undue stress. But 
cattle arriving sick or in pour 
condition may need to real 
for two to three weeks lie- 
fore receiving shots, he 
said. 

"Routine immunizations 
probubly should include red 
nose, blackleg and malig¬ 
nant edema." he said. "In 
some areas, it may be wise 
to routinely vaccinate for 
I Leptospirosis. Forolder cat¬ 


tle on high concentrate 
rations, routine immuniza¬ 
tion with Clostridium Per- 
fingens type C and D toxoid 
also may bo desirable." 

Sick cattle should be 
treated at or near the 
starting pens, Guyer said. 

He said cattle also should 
be wormed, if needed, soon 
after their arrival, and cas¬ 
trated at or near the time 
routine immunization is 
given. Rut Guyer said he 
"questions dehorning any¬ 
thing," and said if needed, 
cattlemen may want to tip 
Lhe horns instead. 

Every animal tn be sold 
for slaughter when grubs 
may be emerging should he 
treated 100-150 days before 
sale, he advised, since 
treatment after this date

may not allow enough time 
for grub damage to com¬ 
pletely clear up. 

Guyer said lot conditions 
also affect stress, with small 
lots providing adequate 
hunk space for animals to 
eat and liberal water areas 
being the best design to 
reduce slress. 

“The lot should have 
good drainage to provide a 
relatively dry place to rest, 
and when it's dusty, it 
should he hayed down to re¬ 
duce lung irritation," he 
said. 

Guyer said pens should 
he designed for a maximum 
capacity of 100-200 head per 
lot so that sick cattle can be 
sorted with a minimum of 
disturbance. Lots should be 
located close to working 
chutes and sturting pens 
should be close to sick pens, 
he advised.

record keeping began in the 

late 18009- . 

Hardest hit are California 
and Nevada. While suffer- 
inathrough a second year of 
drouth, those states are ex¬ 
periencing inadequate res¬ 
ervoir storage—which nor¬ 
mally would help effects of a 
dry year. 

SCS says the outlook by 
state follows: 

Arizona-Streamflow is 

expected to be 20 to 40% of 
normal, but water supplies 
will be adequate in most 
areas served by reservoirs. 

California—The Califor¬ 
nia Department of Water 
Resources reports that 
many record lows for 
mowpacks are being bro¬ 
ken. Snowpack is 5 to 30% 
of normal, and most rivers 
are forecast to yield only 15 
to 25% of normal. 

Colorado—Half of the 
snow survey sites were be¬ 
low their previous record 
lows. Most streams will 
yield 35 to 66% of normal. 

Idaho—Record low flows 
from 10 to 60% of normal 
are forecast for rivers. 
Many smaller streams are 
expected to dry up by fall. 

Montana — Snowpack 
varies from 60 to 75% of 


normnl, nod water forecasts 
range from u low of 15% to 
near normal. However, iso¬ 
lated areas in east central 
Montana are near record 
highs. Heavy snowfall dur¬ 
ing March added to the 
snowpack, but half of the 
survey sites still are below 
previous record lows. 

N evade —Th o Sierra Nev¬ 
ade snowpack is 25 to 36 % 
of normal and many new 
minimum records are being 
set. The forecast for the 
Tiuckoe River is 16% of 
normal and for other 
streams, 10 to 30% of 
normal. 

New Mexico —Stream- 
flow for the Rio Grande 
River is expected to yield 
40%, of normal, near its rec¬ 
ord low. The Pocos River is 
expected to yield 85% of 
normnl. 

Oregon—Snowpack is 25 
to 76% of normal despite 
frequent March snow¬ 
storms. Streamflow fore¬ 
casts range from 20% of 
normal on the Malheur to 
76% of normal on the 
spring-fed Deschutes River. 

Utah—Snowpack is 45% 
of normal, with severe 
water shortages expected in 
many parts of the state. 
Streamflow forecasts range 


from as low as 3% to 60% of 
normal, with many streams 
expected to yield less than 
the record lows of 1934. 

Washington — Snowpnck 
for the Yakima Basin is 30% 
of normal while other drain¬ 
ages have from 40 to 65 % of 
normal. Although March 
storms improved snowpack 
conditions, streams will 
yield 30 to 70% of their 
normal flows. 

Wyoming — Snowpack 
along the Continental Di¬ 
vide is 40% of normal, while 


the Black Hills region has 
nearly twice its normal 
pack. Runoff forecasts 
range from 20 to 1120% of 
average. Severe water 
shortages are expected in 
the south and west portions 
of the state, while the north¬ 
east will have above normal 
runoff. 

SCS says the final survey 
of the 1976-77 year will be 
conducted May 1 to obtain 
information for late-season 
water supply for casts.

The Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration | FDA] has an¬ 
nounced steps to reduce 
sharply the amount of anti¬ 
biotic drugs used in animal 
feed. These drugs are be¬ 
lieved lo lie usod in Feed for 
Hft% of the swine uud G0% 
of the cattle raised for food. 

FDA announced its intent 
to restrict the amounts of 
penicillin, tetracycline and 
combination antibiotics rou¬ 
tinely used in animal feed 
during the lust 25 years to 
promote growth nnd pre¬ 
vent disease. 

1 ‘The benefit of using 
tlie.se drugs routinely to 
help miimaiii gruw faster nr 
to prevent disense In ani¬ 
mals does not outweigh the 
potontinl risks posed to 
people," FDA Commission¬ 
er Donald Kennedy said at a 
meeting of the agency's 
national ndvlsory food nnd 
drug committee. 

U.S. ranked 5th 
in beef consumption 

As high as the U.S. per 
capita red moot consump¬ 
tion has risen over tho past 
several years because of 
cow herd liquidation, it is 
still far from the highest in 
the world. In fact, the U.S. 
ranks fifth behind leader 
Uruguay, Australia, Argen¬ 
tina and New Zealand. In 
beef consumption, the U.S. 
ranks fifth again, behind 
Uruguay, Argentina, Aus¬ 
tralia, and New Zealand. 

Austria topped the list for 
pork consumption, followed 
by Belgium, 1 Luxembourg 
and then the U.S. Australia 
is the leading mutton and 
lamb consumer per capita, 
followed by tfew Zealand, 
Uruguay, Argentina, Can¬ 
ada and then the U.S.

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Conservation 
aids ranchers 
during drouth 

South Dakota ranchora 
who participate in the Great 
Plains Conservation Pro* 
gram (GPCP) are boltor 
able to sustain their live¬ 
stock enterprises during 
drouth, according to a re¬ 
cent study by USDA's Soil 
Conservation. Service (SCS). 

Tho study, made in re¬ 
sponse to a request by South 
Dakota Governor Richard 
Kneip, assesses the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the program 
in 47 drouth-stricken coun¬ 
ties in the state. 

An analysis of 418 farms 
and ranches—half with 
GPCP contracts and half 
without—shows that “about

Council (ASPC) by the or¬ 
ganization’s executive com¬ 
mittee. 

The Lamb Advisory Com¬ 
mittee will be chaired by 
Phil Soulen, Weiser, Idaho. 
Appointments include Bill 
Balden, Danville. Ky.; P.J. 
Cnok. Belle Fourchu, S.D.; 
Vern Keller, Fishtail, 
Mont.; and Bill Pfluger, San 
Angelo, Texas. Balden and 
Pfluger are new members of 
the CommiLtec. 

The Wool Advisory Com¬ 
mittee will remain un¬ 
changed. Maynard Jensen, 
Aurora, Neb., will continue 
as chairman. Members re¬ 
appointed include Deloyd 
Satterth waite, Tuscnroru, 
Nev.; Sutton Allison, Sun 
Angelo, Texas; Robert 
Corn. Roswell, N.M.; and 
Paul Getz. Columbus, Ohio. 

The Financial Review 
Committee will be chaired 
by Chris Jouflas, Grand 
Junction, Colo. Other mem¬ 
bers include Edgar Olson, 
Fosston, Minn., and Bill 
Taliaferro, Rock Springs, 
Wyo. 

Lamb and Wool Advisory 
Committees are comprised 
of five members repre¬ 
senting different regions of 
the country while the Fin¬ 
ancial Review Committee is 
a three-man board. 

The three committees re¬ 
view programs and make 
recommendations to the 
ASPC delegate and director 
body. 


Sheep growers will get 
about $7 million in federal 
"incentive payments” on 
their 1976 marketings of 
shorn wool, according to 
USDA. This compares with 
$41 million in payments 
made for 1976 marketings. 

The difference between • 
the two years is because the 
national average wool 
market price jumped about 
47% —to 65.7 cents in 1976 
from 44.7 cents a pound in 

1975. This brought the aver¬ 
age price of wool to within 
6.3 cents of the previously 
announced incentive, or 
support, price of 72 cents a 
pound, unchanged from 

1976. Therefore, the pay¬ 
ment rate—the amount re¬ 
quired to bring the average 
price up to the incentive 
price—will be 9.6%, com¬ 
pared to 61.1% in 1975. 

A grower's incentive pay¬ 
ment is found by multi¬ 
plying the payment rate 
times the net dollar return 
he received from sale of 
wool. The system is in¬ 
tended to encourage a 
grower to improve the 
quality of his wool; the 
higher quality the wool, the 
better his price and the 
larger his payment in any 
year for which incentive 
payments arc made under 
the Nutioiml Wool Act of 
1954. as amended. 

The department also an¬ 
nounces the payment rate 
will be 25 cents per hun¬ 
dredweight on unshorn 
lambs sold or slaughtered in 
197G. This payment is to 
compensate growers for 
wool on live lambs they 
market. The payment is 
based on the shorn wool 
payment rate, the average 
weight of wool per hundred¬ 
weight of lambs and the 
price of lamb's wool relative 
to the national average price 
for shore wool. 

Deductions of 1.5 cents a 
pound from 1970 shorn wool 
payments and 7.6 cents per 
hundred pounds of live- 
weight from 1976 lamb pay¬ 
ments will be made to fin¬ 


ance advertising, sales pro¬ 
motion and related market 
development activities. 
These deductions, provided 
for in the National Wool 
Act, were approved by an 
8.6% favorable vote by 
sheepmen voting in a 
November 1974 referen¬ 
dum. 

USDA's Agricultural Sta¬ 
bilization and Conservation 
Service (ASCS) will begin 
making payments to grow¬ 
ers shortly through its 
county offices. 

The average of $2.97 a 
pound received by growers 
who sold mohair in 1976 was 
above the announced sup¬ 
port level of 80.2 cents a 
pound. Therefore, no pay¬ 
ments will be required on 
1976 marketings of mohair. 

Five month 
wind damage 
'severe' 

Nearly 2.9 million acres 
were damaged by wind ero¬ 
sion in the U.S. Greut Plains 
during March according to 
the USDA's Soil Conser¬ 
vation Service. 

A total of 6.8 million acres 
has beau damaged in the 
region in the past five 
months, up from the 5.4 
million damaged during the 
same period a year ago. 
Nearly 80% of the damage 
was to crop land. 

Colorado was the hardest 
hit state. Texas, North 
Dakota, South Dakota and 
New Mexico nlso had more 
erosion than Inst year. 

Knnsna, Montana. Okla¬ 
homa, Nebraska and JYyo- 
xnlog reported leak ddknb&k> 
than a year ago. 

More than 17 million ad¬ 
ditional acres in the Great 
Plains are still dry and un¬ 
protected and soil erosion 
would result from prolonged 
high winds, SCS said. More 
than two-thirds of the land 
in condition to blow is in 
Texas, Colorado and the 
Dakotas.
